While the Socialist govern- 
ment says it is unable lo pre- 
vent The unofficial tribunal Xrom 
meeting, . authorities warned 
that it will be stopped If Johnson 
is defamed .or 'ttic proceedings 
cnu.sc disturbances. Such ""ac- 
tions would violate Swcdi.'^h law. 

Most .Swedish newspapers are 
hostile to the tribunal, calling it 
a propaganda show, and local 
backers appcarc^l uncomforta- 
ble nbout-flnll-Amerlcan sinie- 
ments already Issued. 

The government and the three 
non-Socialist opposition parlies, 
after a moetinR of -the Parlja- 
ment's Joint Foreign Affairs 
Comiiiitlee, issued a staiement 
regrettinR that the "trJIiuniil" 
waq p,ninB ahead but coiicedinR 
Rovernmcnt hands were lied by
